Congratulations to the Foreign 
Office ‘on the selection of Sir Alex- 
ander Cadogan to be Deputy Under- 
Seerotary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
in succession to Sir Vietor Wellesley 
will be tempered by regret at so soon 
losing a British Ambassador “whose 
Quick Grasp of affairs, dignity and 
human personality have been ‘much 
appreciated here, At the same time it 
4s gratifying to know that so high a 
post in Whitchall will be held by 
one who has a good practical kuow- 
ledge of Far Eastern problems and 
‘@ sympathetic outlook on China's 
porplexities. Sir Alexander arrived 
here just two years ago. He was pro- 
moted Ambassador last year. He is 
about to go on leave in the ordinary 
course of ovents, so the appointment 
implies that that departure will now 
terminate his China career. Sir Victor 
Wellesley whom he succeeds has been 
Deputy at the Foreign OMmice since 
1025 and during the tenure of that 
post, ‘has “been directly concerned 
With the course of events in this part 
of the world. Sir Victor has been 
known to regret that he could bring 
to the taske no personal sequaintance 
with China, Sir Alexander will not 
bbe under that handiesp. Tt may be 
assumed that Sir Victor, who will be 
sixty on March 1, will retire from the 
service and devote himself to paint- 
ing of “which art, as a frequent 
exhibitor In the Royal Academy and 
‘as dweller in Chelsea, he is an 
enthusiastic exponent. It is not clear 
whether Sir Hughe © Knatchbull- 
Hugessen who is appointed to China 
‘will be able to leave Teheran in 
time to take over direct from Sir 
Alexander in Nanking. ‘The  prob- 
ability Js that Mr. R. G. Howe will 
‘act as Chargé d’AMfaires as originally 
arranged until the new Ambassador 
arrives.

@ brilliant career at the Foreign 
Omee. “He did specially well during 
the Peace Congress at Paris in 1919 
‘and was promoted to be First Secre- 
tary in the same year with transfer 
to "me Hague. Later he served in 
Paris and Brussels and in 1990 he 
was made Minister at Riga where he 
again distinguished himself in repre- 
‘senting the British Government in the 
Baltic States. He was made British 





















Minister at ‘Teheran in 1994 and 
received the K.CM.G. in this 
New Year's Honours. He is. mar- 








led to the daughter of Sir Robert 
Gordon-Gilmour who served in the 
Grenadier Guards and took the 98th 
Infantry Brigade to France in 1914.

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RAILWAYS IN CHINA 
Feb, 19. 


Discussion of railways In China 
is not so simple as the discussion of 
snakes in Ireland, There are rall- 
ways in China, but the mileage is 
pitifully small'for the size of the 
country and the needs of its people. 
Expert investigators of the economic 
conditions here have been unanim- 
ous in their emphasis on railway 
construction as the first essential to 
improvement, Agricultural devalop- 
‘ment, the advancement of industries 
‘and the stimulation of trade may all 
‘be said to depend greatly on the ex- 
tent {0 which communications ean be 
‘expanded, Railway extension should 
play the chief “part in this reform, 
‘and it should be undertaken with a 
keen eye to the need for reconstrue- 
tion and rehabilitation of existing 
lines, ‘The Government has done 
well in recently appointing as its 
Minister of Railways, Mr. Chang 
Kin-ngau whose reputation us a 
banker, business man and devoted 
son of China stands high in public 
esteem. He is known to be highly 
impressed with the importance of 
putting the railway system of this 
country on stable foundations and 
of directing its development with 
full regard for economic needs and 
principles of sound finance. He has 
no light burden, However successful 
the Government may have bean in| 
solving other financial problems, its 
record in railway finance has justin 
ably aroused criticism. ‘That 
criticism has come naturally from 
those to whom past administrations; 
have resorted for means to finance 
onstruction, ‘The default on various 
railway loans is admittedly a souree 
of resentment. ‘The Government 
‘has been confronted with dimiculties 
but there has not been sulficient| 
resolution shown in dealing with 
them, It would be unfair to expect 
Mr. Chang Kia-ngau to change this 
situation ina moment. He must 
bo given time to survey the whole 
position and, in the meantime, he 
has to take’ responsibility for’ in 
stituling a progressive policy of 
which the main objective must be 














the speedy increase of railway 
mileage. 
Announcements of impending 


construetion have been made. There 
is tho proposal to link up Changsha 
with Chungking by rail. ‘The con- 
tract with an important German| 
firm for the extension of the Nan- 
chang-Pinghshiang Railway from 
‘Yushan to Nanchang has been 
signed. A Five Per Cent, Rail- 
way Construction loan of $120,- 
000,000 is to be floated under 
the auspices of the Ministries of 
Finanee and Railways, with the 
object of financing a construction 
programme. These signs of activity 
‘are welcomed, but, naturally, they 
arouse misgiving in the minds of 
bondholders who have had ruefully 
to soe their intorests ignored in the 
continued default of certain lines, 
some of which report much im- 
proved earnings. There are grounds 
for asserting that Mr. Chang Kla- 
hgau is fully alive to this feeling. 
He could not be otherwise as a 
financier of repute. He has not 
made any rash promises, but it is 
understood that, in giving approval 
{0 construction projects, he does not 
intend to neglect the problem of the 
defaulting lines. Indeed he would 
bbe bound to do this in the interests 
of new construction which will re 
quire resort {0 the investor, 
Economical construction depends on 
a capacity to oblain funds on 
reasonably cheap terms whick, in 
turn, depends on the credit of ‘the 
Government. So long as railway 
bonds are in default that credit will 
not be such as to facilitate tho at- 
traction of new money at satis- 
factory rates. Yet it would be 
manifestly undesirable for the 
Ministry to refrain from projecting, 
new lines altogether until the bond 
situation had been cleared. ‘The 
Minister will probably proceed by| 
the way of compromise, In giving 
judiciously cautious approval to 
further construction and “at” the 
same time devoting his available

A CUSTOMS REVIEW

‘The Customs authorities are to be 
congratulated on thair new arrange- 
ment whereby the Statistical Secre- 
tary's introductory Survey of the 
Trade of China for 1935 is issued 50 
carly in the present year, instead of 
being held back until midsummer 
when the detailed reports from the 
various ports have been received. 
Mr, J. M. H. Osborne, in putting his 
/name to this important annual docu- 
ment for the first time, fully 
maintains the high standard of ex-| 
position observed by his predcces- | 
sors and, by this prompter mode of | 
publication, is able to render even 
greater services to the various in-| 
terests which find the report a valu 
able guide to enlightenment on 
Chinese affairs. Ranging over an 
extensive ground the report con- 
cisely yet comprehensively discusses 
world conditions in thelr effect on 
China’s trading position, Tt also 
shows the background of China 
itself in recording the developments 
in the internal situation, such as the 
‘gradual but successful’ elimination 
of the bandit-communist ln rdes, the 
‘eatastrophic floods on the Yangtze 
‘and Yellow Rivers, the progress of 
the National Economie Council's 
labours and the political changes in 
the Government. It is satisfactory 
to Tearn that, after repair of the 
breach in the Yellow River's banks 
itis oped that the river will resume 
ils course north-eastward to the 
Gulf of Pechili—a direction to which 
that wayward monster had adhered 
for @3 years until last summer.

Feb. 25. 
Dr. H. H. Kunis proposaly for 
‘economic reconstruction have been 
referred to various Government de- 
parlinents for report. They are 
comprehensive, do not inck imagina- 
tion ‘and, in many respects, bear 
‘evidence ‘of thelr author's grasp of 
the country's needs. No doubt Dr, 
Kung would disclaim any Intention 
Personally to direet the inquiries 
Which their examination must de- 
mand To begin with, he is a husy 
man and is well aware of the fact 
hat the paramount duty of a Finance 
Minister at this juncture is to con= 
centrate “his energies on the im- 
portant eurreney polley, the stiecess 
Of which so vitally depends on the 
fulfliment of his pledges to institute 
@ central banking system on sound 
lines and to facilitate the balancing 
of the national budget in reasotwble 
time, Indeed it Is not too much to 
say that Dr. Kung would be laying 
the foundations of reconstruction In 
the most effective manner, if he 
devoted himself exclusively’ ty this 
radical reorganization of the 
country's monetary and financial 
machinery. ‘The eredit of the Gov- 
ernment rests on the expedition 
with which it can bring about euch 
reorganization, likewise its ability 
fo negotiate the obstacles to stabi- 
lization of the currency. No 
Finance Minister has been charged 
with a mere beneficent task. Dr. 
Kung is believed to be highly

But when it 
comes to tho general plan of 
economle development China saust 
obviously build upon the distinctive 
‘and fundamental faets of her own 
economy. If she adopts, she must at 
the same time adapt. 

‘The application of those clearly en~ 
unciated principles to the slatement 
of policy now preseribed for the 
Ministries would offer the best 
means of ensuring practical results. 
Otherwise uncontrolled enthusiasm 
might operate to the confusion of 
the Finance Minister's admirable in- 
tentions, Moreover there would be 
an opportunity of checking and cor- 
reeting those incompatibilities which 
must find their way into a scheme 
of such extensive ramifications and 
developments.

tively. ‘The emphasis laid on the 
Aeneral welfare of the people ie to| 
be highly commended. Agriculture | 
isthe dominant  industry—about 
three-quarters of the population live 
on the land and the greater part of 
the remainder are engaged in 
distribution or other services 
closely connected with agriculture— 
and therefore considerable care has 
to be shown in developing in 
dustrintization. ‘The increase in the 
agriculturist’s margin of production 
Is the only foundation on whick that 
development can be successfully’ 
based. Apart from the mining and. 
allied industries, the heavy industry, 
with its necd for expensive capital 
equipment and large market, must 
walt on a general improvement in 
the economic condition of the| 
peasant and farmer. However, it 
is not necessary to elaborate these 
points; they must be actively pressed 
‘on the mind of the Government by 
‘the data at its disposal. They may 
usefully find appropriate weight 
when the reconstruction plan comes, 
as it surely will come, under the 
expert scrutiny of the National 
Economie Council.

It is an ironic fact 
that those very classes whieh the 
Salvation Army was designed best 
to serve resented its existence and 
let it know the fact in a manner 
which permitted of no misun- 
derstanding. It was indeed scorned

tion, the ereation of William Booth 
won its place in the world. Tt was 
‘an essay in practical Christianity in 
which solicitude for the welfare of 
men’s souls was paralleled by care 
for their physical and tempora: well 
being. No newspaperman working 
practically anywhere in the civilized 
world fails at one time or another 
{o be brought into close contaet with 
the work which the excellent in- 
stitution fs doing. There is no rollee 
‘magistrate in Great Britain who has 
not at one time or another had his 
diMculties smoothed out by the 
readiness of the Army's officers to 
perform those acts of charity which 
80 often mean the administration of 
a better type of justice than is ever 
ikely to result from the cut and 
ried application of the sanctions 
of the law. And there are literally 
thousonds who in their distress have 
received the helping hand of the 
‘Army, and when all around was at 
its blackest a scarlet and gold ray 
of hepe lit the way to better things 
and brought prosperity out of the 
grimmest despair. 

‘These things cost money. With 
all the self-denial that the earnest 
salvationist practices, with all his. 
devotion to the good work to which 
his ered demands he should sur- 
render himself, the activities of the 
Salvation Army,—which cares not 
what a man believes, so long as he 
fs in nocd of assistance,—could not 
bbe possibly, carried on.” Thus then 
in its great work for humanity, it 
turns to the community it serves 
and asks that out of its charity those 
very necessary funds shall be pro- 
vided. It says in effect “We will 
provide the workers, provide us 
with the wherewithal to work.” Tt 
is in this sense. that Brigadier 
W. Darby appeals to the people of 
Shanghal for the money with which 
to carry on. How do they carry 
‘on? A few days ago the work of 
the Army in Shanghai was dealt 
‘with in the news columns of this 
Journal. Of unemployed forcigners. 
‘351 were found work or assisted to. 
eave the port, 440 cases were as- 
sisted financially, 114 farhilies were 
cared for, such recurring items as 
rent, light, fuel and food comprising 
the assistance given in such cases. 
‘Over four thousand free meals were 
provided during ten months of the 
year, 3,800 articles of men's elo:hing. 
were distributed and hundreds of 
pieces for women. The Shelter and 
‘Soup Kitchen for foreign destitute 
‘men during November and Decem- 
ber 1935 and January 1936, pro- 
vided 6,718 meals and 1,970. beds, 
the greater proportion being free. 
‘These figures talk. They not only 
tell of the unhappily large amount 
of destitution in this port, but they 
suggest the enormous amount of 
work. of self-saerificing work schich 
has to be done to bring to these un- 
fortunates suecour in their distress.

meals provided. There is the work 
‘amongst the rickshaw coolics, in 
‘which the activities of the Rickshaw 
‘Mission ore being carried on, and 
then there is also the Chinese 
evangelistic work. No better :up- 
port for the appeal could be found 
than is to be discovered in these 
figures. ‘The present fs not a happy 
time in which to ask the community 
to dig deeper into its ever charitable 
Dockets. And yet those institutions 
which run the community's errands 
‘of merey have still to draw from 
the widow's cruse, with an ever 
Increasing fear that its resources 
may after all have a limit, The 
‘quality of compassion cannot be 
straived, not even in such days as 
these when money is searce and 
hardly come by, for mankind is its 
brother's keeper, and the responsi- 
Dilly is not one which ean be lightly 
‘et aside. It is for this reason that 
this journal so cordially supports 
the appeal which the Salvation 
Amy is making for the replenish- 
men: of ils war chest. ‘The never- 
fending campaign against poverty,

HEALTH PROTECTION 
Feb, 21. 


In four instalments the authorized 
summaries of the annual repor' of 
the Public Health Commissioner of 
‘the International Settlement have 
‘been published on successive days. 
Although rigidly confined to fact 
‘and scientifle deduction, these docu- 
‘ments have some of the attractions 
fof a serial story and many of the 
‘charms of a biographical memoir. 
For, in essence, they represent the 
‘Department's modest tale to which 
it would be meet to give the title: 
‘Germ Fighting.” ‘The campaign of 
public health protection is an ex- 
citing one; whether she Department 
is tracking down the nefarious 
‘operations of unlicensed dairies, 
endeavouring to ensure the purity 
and cleanliness of the food supply, 
detecting and announcing the dis- 
lcovery of Shanghai's first experience 
‘of foot-and-mouth disease, improv- 
ing the health of the Chinese 
population by getting at the children 
now attending the Council's expand- 
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ing primary schools, sceuring the 
vigorous co-operation of the police 
in limiting the ravages of the rabies 
spreading “wonk,” administering the 
hospitals maintained and controlled 
bby the Council, endeavouring within 
the limitations of its legal powers 

to conserve professional standards. 
on its voluntary medical register’ 
and using all the skill of its hiyhly~ 
trained research workers to forastall 
the activities of disease germs, The 
result is gratifying. In spite of the | 


many drawbacks as a place of resi- 
|dence, and the handicaps imposed by 
‘economic, social, racial and political 
peculiarities, the authorities are able 
to give ita moderately good report. 
Indeed Dr. J. H. Jordan, who is 
not given to ‘exaggeration or un- 
controlled enthusiasm, is able to 
'desecibe the Settlements health as 
satisfactory. Serious epidemiey—in 
8 good hour may the point be made 
—have been absent for the last 
three years, but there is some 
anxiety over the advance of maiaria 
and the revival of typhoid. 


Dr. Jordan Is disposed to warn 
the ‘public against complacenee. 
‘Thero is ground for this warning. 
Ina time of economle depression it 
is inevitable that conditions favour- 
‘able to the Department's enemies. 
should be developed. Unemploy- 
ment with its consequences of un- 
demourishment, mental depression 
‘and relaxation of precautions is one 
factor of whieh account has to be 
taken. ‘The frequently heard eriti~ 
isms’ of the cleanliness of the 
Sclticment—eriticisms which are by 
ho means unjustified—are bound to 
find provocation at a time when the 
[Council has been foreed to curtail 
lor severely restrict its expenditure. 
Since 1932 circumstances have in- 
duced the Council to impress on its 
Jexecutive the importance of avold~ 
ing recourse to additional taxation. 
Uis difficult position has been ac- 
centuated by the fact that the pre- 
vailizyg rate, reduced in 1930 ax the

is not commensurate with the 
Settlement's normal requirements, 
‘Abnormality has intervened in the 
Shape of a hidedus depression with 
the result that, at a most incon 
venient time, ‘the Setilement is 
forced to operate on insufficient 
funds, Careful husbandry of its 
financial resources has maintained 
‘a healthy budget, but it is evident 
that the risks taken involve danger 
to the health of the community. To 
take one example: if there 1° cae 
public grievance which stands out 
‘above all in the Settlement it 1s the 
apparent supineness of the authori~ 
ties in dealing with the spitting 
nuisance, Visitors to Shanghai are 
shocked ‘at the state of the pave- 
ments which bear horrid witness to 
this evil, They are equally shocked 
at the spirit of bland resignation 
‘with which the evil is endured. Yet, 
obviously, it has a serious effect on 
the health of this place, to say noth- 
ing of its affront to the suscepttbill- 
tles, The inability of the Council 
to grapple with it must be attributed 
in no small measure to the lack of 
funds for instituting the necessary 
corrective and remedial influences, 


Again, the rapidly inereusing 
gravity of the Housing problem 
with its dire threat to the health of 
the community as a whole cannot 
be effectively taken in hand 
for financial reasons. The in- 
dustrialization of the Settlement has 
been forelbly brought out in the 
Census Report, Tt must bring with 
it momentous issues among which 
the study of diseases affecting the 
industrial worker and the search 
for protection against those diseases 
are important. ‘These points should 
be borne in mind for although they 
Indicate the scope for improvement, 
they also invite admiration for the 
worl: which the Health Department 
has been able to accomplish in the 
ace of many difficulties, Fortunute- 
ly it is able fo count on the co- 
operation of neighbouring author= 
ities—a feature of municipal life 
Which it is to be hoped will be 
fostered by all three bodies con- 
corned. It is able once more to pay 
a warm tribute to the remarkable 
tance of the Lester Institute 
of Medical Research, a private 
organization which, in the short 
perivd of its existence, has already 
rendered notable service to the 
health protection activities in 
Shanghal and in China generally. 
‘One of the most valuable advances 
made by the Health Departmont of 
ate has been the establishment of 
school clinics to which reference has 
already been made. The examina- 
tion of school children has led to 
the diagnosis of diseases and sult- 
able treatment of them. The 
scheine is still in its infancy, Its 
effect on the population cannot be 
felt until it has really become an 
important factor in Improving the 
health of the rising generation, Far 
more money than is available is re- 
quired to bring it within measurable 
distance of comprehonsiveness, 
Morgover it is important that such 
‘@ scheme should be supported by 
housing reform. ‘The pupils im the 
school cannot fully benefit from the 
skill expended on them until the 
conditions of their homes have been 
made {0 conform to the ordinary 
principles of hygiene. No health 
department worth its salt would fail 
to recognize the vast gap between 
its performances and the possibill- 
ties presented by an urban popula- 
tion of over a million, ‘Therefore 
thers is no need to be apologetic in 
pointing out these defects. Nor 
should the Department itsely be 
apologetic, for ils report rings true, 
it indicates that much useful work

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NEWS OF JAPANESE QUAKE BY PHONE 


Local Residents Reassured by First Hand Talk Over 
New Radio Link With Tokyo 


“NOT SO BAD As 
By A Sect Remmsmrrarive or 


JRPASSURING news of Friday's earthquake, which rocked 

the populous cities of Kyoto, Osaka, and Kobe, in West Japan, | 
came clearly over the air to me from Mr. Wilfrid Fleisher, Manag- 
ing Editor of the “Japan Advertiser” in Tokyo, when connections 
had been made over the new radio telephone service between 
Shanghai and the Island Empire's capital. 

“The earthquake was not as bad as first thought,” 
Fleisher, his voice coming very clearly through the 
first telephone conversation between an English language news- 
paper in Shanghai and one abroad. 
three killed,” he continued, “the others reported as killed being 


seriously injured, though not yet 
Tokyo and the stricken district 
difficulty.’ 

‘The earthquake covered a large 
area, being felt as far away from 
Osaka as Nagoya, half way to Tokyo, 
where a slight tremor was reported. 
Tt was in the three big cities, Kyoto, 
Paradise of tourists, and clty of tem- 
les and curios, Osaka, the modern 
industrial centre, and Kobe, posses 
sor of one of the buslest ‘shipping 
ports on the Pacifle Ocean, that the 
Major force of the earthquake was 
felt, ‘The collapse of houses, chim- 
neys, and walls, is reported “from 
several places In’ this area, and It is 
believed that this material damage, 
while not so large, ‘may yet mount 
to a considerable quantity 

‘The ceiling of the Osaka ‘Stock Ex- 
change partially collapsed, causing 
the suspension ‘ot business for the 
day. ‘Though this gave tise to ru- 
mours of serious damage, these were 
quickly dispelied, 

Police ‘Take Precautions 

‘With personal memories of the 
aftermath of the great earthquake In 
‘Tokyo and Yokohama in 1923 In mind, 
T asked Mr, Fleisher what measures 
the authorities had. taken, At. the 
time of the greatest earthquake in 
‘modem history, the Japanese Army 
did heroic service, and. it seemed 
Ukely that they would again be call- 
ed on. ‘Mr. Fleisher stated, however, 
that, besides special police precau- 
tions, it had not been necessary to 
call ‘on the other services. 

"What effect 1s this earthqual 
Likely to have on the Industry of ths 
area?” T asked. “None whatever, as 
far as we know," Mr. Fleisher ‘re- 
plied, remarking that it had not been 
sulfciently severe. 

‘Mr, Fleisher's pleasure at being the 
recipient of the first telephone. call 
from an English language newspaper 
in Shanghal was marked, and expres~ 
sions of mutual goodwill closed the 
conversation. With the exception of 
4 slight distortion on two occasions, 
which did not last more than a sec: 
‘ond each time, the service was ox- 
cellent. Conversation was carried on 
{n ordinary speaking tones, and no: 
the least dificulty was experienced 
by elther side. 

Ir the course of the short convers3- 
on, Mr, Fleisher mentioned that 
Japan was in the thross of the ex- 
tltement of the elections, though 10 
resulls had as yet been’ announced.

His departure having been delayed 
several times, Mr. Wang Ching-wel, 
Chairman of ‘the Central Political

were arrested. A loaded automatic 
pistol of the Mauser type was found 
under a pillow near where the kid- 
napped boy was resting, 

‘The victim, Oong Seh-sing, the only 
gon of a wealthy pawnbroker in

men on December 12 last, while on 
fhis way to school in Liaoyang Road 
by rickshaw. It was the second time 
he had been kidnapped within about, 
three years. His captors whisked him 
away In a’ Lee Lee hire-car, whose 
chauffeur they later strangled to 
death and Ieft ina clump of bushes 
off Amherst Avenue, in the Westera 
District, While it was suspected that 
the boy had been taken to a hide- 
away in Chapel or Kiangwan, the 
Settlement Police did not learn 
the exact address until early that

S. M. Police Discover Six Branch Headquarters : 
Anti-Japanese Movement in 1935 


‘The Chinese Communist Party 
and its auxiliary organs suffered in 
1935 a definite loss as a result of 
action by the Shanghai Municipal 
Police. 

‘According to the annual report of 
the Commissioner of Police, six im- 
portant branch headquarters were 
discovered during the year and the 
‘apprehension in Shanghai of an im- 
portant foreign agent of the Comin~ 
tern undoubtedly poved a “heavy 
blow to the Communist movement in 
this country, 

‘The efforts of the Municipal Police, 
acting in co-operation with the local 
Chinese authorities to cheek Com- 
munist activities in the Settlement 
resulted in the prosecution of 115 
persons, including one foreigner, and 
the discovery of 99 addresses which 
were being used as operating bases. 
Sixty-nine of the accused were ex- 
tradited to the Chinese authorities, 
‘one was handed over to the French 
Police, sixteen were each sentenced 
to 24 years’ imprisonment, four to 
‘one year and three months’ imprison- 
ment, one to three years’ imprison- 
ment and the remaining 24" were 
aéquitted. 

‘Soizures in connection with the 
arrests comprised 27.448 copies of 
190 different Kinds of “Red” litera- 
ture and a dismantled radio trans- 
mitting and recelving set. During 
1035 the local Japanese Consular 
Police arrested in the Settlement and 
French Concession seven Koreans. 
suspected of being Communists, 

53 Strikes Declared

NEW DESIGN FOR 
FERRY BOAT 


Stream-Lined Vessel Makes 
Debut on Whangpoo 


‘The stream-line design has been 
adopted by the Greater Shanghal City 
‘Trust, operators of the Government 
ferry’ service in Shanghal in the con: 
struction of ferry boats for Shang 
hiai-Pootung service at  Tungkadoo, 
Nantao. ‘The frst of its kind, which 
‘compleiely revolutionizes the original 
shape of a ferry boat, made a suc~ 
cessful trial run on ‘Thursday after- 
noon. She is expected to be commis- 
sioned for service between Tang Chao, 
Poolang, and) Pungkadco early next 
month, 

With propellers Atted at both the 
stern and the stem, the new boat, No, 
17, is able to move freely both ways 
when she leaves or moors alongside a 
wharf, ‘The ‘deck line is level. with 
the top of the wharf so that motor 
cars and other vehicles may be pu 
fon board without diMeulty, wi 
Passengers will also find it conventent 
in embarking and disembarking. One 
feature of the new boat is that the 
bridge Is so. constructed that the 
visibility Is not obstructed any way, 
while the wind will have less effect 
fon her speed with the adoption of the 
new design, 

Built of steel, the boat is 19.81 
metres long, 5.18 metres wide and 
213 metres high. Her draught is 1.22 
metres, while her speed is nine knots. 

With the development of the ferry 
service, relief measures have also been 
devised for the boatmen who have. 
been operating between Shanghai and 
Pootung with small boats. ‘There are 
48 boatmen who have been Instructed 
to ‘register with the ferry service 
whereby $20 compensation will be 
ranted {9 each monthly, beginning 
March for a period of five years. The 
Pootung-Shanghal ferry service at 
‘Tungkadoo will be inaugurated next 
month, when no private ferry boat 
will be allowed ‘to earry on tho 
service,

By private cable, news has keen 
received of the death in Bombay of 
Feb, 18 of Sir Dinsha Wacha, at 
the age of 92. A. prominent merehant 
‘and millowner—he was for 45 years a 
member of the Bombay’ Millowners 
Assoeiation—Dinsha  Edulji Waeha 
‘was the doyen of the Parsee com- 
munity in India, highly respected in 
commerce and polities in which he} 
took notable and active. leadership 
throughout his long career. For 31 
years he was a ‘Member of the 
Bombay Municipal Corporation, 116) 
was one of the acsoclates of Gokhale 
in the moderate days of the Indian 
National Congress, of which bods. he 
was President at Calcutta in 1901, the 
soventeenth year of its existence,’ He 
had been a Governor of the Imperial

Bank of India sineo 1921 and was at 
fone time President of the Western 
India National Liboral Association, He 
Was born on August 2, 1844, educated 
at Elphinstone College, Bombay, and 
centered his father's frm of Moradji 
Goculdas asd Co, in 1874 to play a 
reat part in the ‘development of the 
Bombay cotton industry. He was a 
Fellow of the Royal Statistical Society. 
‘of London. He wielded a pen as 
vigorous as his tongue and nis con

reform, agrieiture ant municipal 
wovernment. 

‘That baid recital of Sir Dinsha's 
achievements docs insuMeient justice 
{to the man himself, Spare in frame, 
short in stature, of abounding ene. 
ho was a figure to be singled out 
wherever he went, “He was, of course, 
most at home In’ Bombay "where, in 
spartan simplicity, he rose early in 
the moming to write his own letters 
to various friends in exposition of 
his views, But he was known, too, 
further afield, “He was elected to the 
Council of State—the Uppor House of 
the Indian Logisiature—on its ereation 
im 1021, ‘There, already an. elder 
Matesman in reality, 77 years of aye, 
hhe showed a vigour’ and keenness in 
debate which would have done eredit 
fo a man of half his years, 

‘He was a strong Liberal and there- 
fore generally on ‘the side of the 
Government, “but is. independence 
made him no slavish henehman and 
successive Finanee Ministers found 
hhim a tough nut to crack on currency: 
matters. In particular hedelighied 10 
‘ross swords with the Commander-In- 
Chief on military poliey. ‘To hear him 
felling the late Lord Rawlinson that 
the Government should revert to the 
Fecruitment of ils own European 
soldiers as—within his own reecllec: 
tion—the East Thdia Company did in 
the days before Lord Rawlinson was 
born, was on abiding joy to his cole 
leagues. On one occasion, vehemently 
‘upholding his point of vielw for twenty 
minutes, ne broke off to tell the 
Touse that his doctor and his daughter 
had warned him not to speak for 
mere than a quarter of a 
proposed to be disobed! 
fer another twenty mit 
dy cheers, and approving’ laughter. 
Long a widower, he was. immensely 
devoted to his three daughters ond 
his grandchildren, He inspired saffec- 
tion a8 well as esteem, wherever he 
went. If he could not permit his logi- 
cal commonsense to be carried away 
info the camp of the modern Con- 
ress, he always retained the respeet 
‘of the younger politicians who never 
forgot that he was a pioneer in the 
constitutional progress in whieh they, 
despite their avowed pessimism, were 
privileged to share. Of the numerl- 
cally smalt but important Parsee com= 
munity he was a splendid ornament. 
Tie served it well but he was never so 
narrow in his outlook as to forget the 
yreater claims of India and, beyond 
India, the British: Empire which, by 
his death, ix doprived of a werthy 
and public-spirited eitizen and is the 
richer by the memory of his precept 
‘and example,

Amendment in Published 
Draft in Hongkong 





‘The “Hongkong Gazette” contains 
the draft of an Ordinance to amend 
further the Companies Ordinance, 
1932, 

1t'is explained that Section 251 (1) 
‘of the principal Companies Ordinance, 
No, 30 of 1092, contained a paragraph 
which provided that in a winding up 
all Tocal rates due from the compan 
At the relevant date, and having be- 
Jcome due and payable within twelve 
months next before that date should 
be given a certain priority.

replaced by three new paragraphs 
which were enacted by section 5 of 
Ordinance No, 20 of 1933.

of June 1, 1983. Consequently 
for ihe parajraph relating. to local

Following a period of drought in 
the spring, China was again, un- 
fortunately, the sufferer from dis- 
fstrous summer floods. | Abnormally 
heavy rains In Szechuen and the 
Tsinling Shan area of Shensi pro- 
duced flood conditions in’ both the: 
Yangtze and Han Rivers. A. breach 
in the Han River of four kilometres 
in width at Chunghsiong in Hupeb, 
caused the flooding of a vast area| 
fand endangered Hankow, while the! 
flood waters of the Yangtze over~ 
taxed the capacity of the Tungting 
‘and Poyang. Lakes, causing many 
‘areas ot the Middle and Lower 
Yangtze to be inundated. Hankow! 
was only saved from disaster by the 
work carried out since the 1031 
floods by the Natlonal Economic 
Counell, and in other distriets the 
floods inight have produced worse 
conditions thon those of 1931 had it 
hot been for the attention given in 
recent years to dyke repair and con- 
rvaney. AS it was, of of] 
sien, of districts, in. the four 
rovinees of Hupeh, Hunan, 
180. were in- 
ted, covering an area of approx- 
ly 9/700 square miles. 
‘The heavy rains in the ‘Tsinling| 
Shan, besides affecting the Han River, | 
produced flood conditions also In the 
Yellow River. 


















Yellow River bends in 


north-east- 
erly direction from Honan province 
Into Shantung province, a breach in 
the banks occurred in July. It is 
estimated that from 80 to 90 per cent. 
of ‘the waters of the Yellow River 


poured through this breach—ot about 
2¥ kilometres in. wldth—and prea: 
through South-west Shantung, Alling 
the Weishan Lake and thence fowing 
south in two channels to unite in 

Grand Canal and flow ontvard to the| 
Yellow Sea. A new course of 400 
‘miles was formed, with a lake almost 
| 50 miles in width. “In Shantung the! 
flood area covers 2.150 square miles 
of country, mostly to the west of the 
Grand Canal, and here, though the 
aulumn erop' was destroyed, it may 
bbe possible to sow a spring crop. In 
Kiangsu the area covers 1,300 square 
miles—050° square” miles in the 
north-west, due to the overflow from 
the Weishan Lake, where the autumn 
‘etop was partially saved, and 380 
‘square miles in the north-east, where| 
‘major portion of the autumn crop | 
‘was harvested. Kiangsu, though less 
affected, as neverthaless relatively 
Worse off than Shantung, 3s, even.

If is rather remarkable that in the

'$19.125,008, or 5.7 per cent, from the 
194 total ‘of $4 645408. ‘The falling 
off In revenue occurred largely during 
the ‘months of September, October, 
November, collection up to the 
snd of August being In advance of 
the previous year's fgures, and ape 
‘pears to have been primarily due to 
uncertainty in rogard to the future

Of the larger revenue-collecting 
ports, Shanghai, with a collection. of

‘Tienisin, $41,089,011 Cincluding $24,978| 
collected at stations along the Great 
Wall passes), showed a very small 
decline of $05,731 from the 1994 
figures: larger proportionate decreases 
wore recorded at Swalow, of $1,032,- 
800; at Chinwangtao, of $931,152; and 
at Kowloon, of $116,111. Substantial 

\ereases wore recorded at Hankow, 
of $3,080,078; at Tsingtao, of $2.104,5% 
at Canton, of $1,609,400; and at Amoy, 
$498,454, "From’ the above figures Ii

Foreign Loan Service 

‘The service of the foreign loans and 
the Boxer Indemnity — obligations 
‘ecured on the Customs reventie was 
met in full during the year in spite. 
of the fact that again no quota was 
made available to the Chinese Gov- 
ernment from the Manchurian ports 
or from Dairen. ‘The cost of this 
service amounted to G.U. 28,516,040 
plus $13,259,584; or, if calculated en- 
tirely’ on. a silver basis, $60,400,988, as 
ayainst $75,414,347 for 1994. Tt will 
ye noted that the continued depiceia~ 
tion of sterling and. United Slates 
dollars as compared with thelr former 
wold parities, together with the ab- 
normally high price of silver which 
ruled throughout the year, enabled the 
Chinese Government to effect a fur 
thor saving of $9,013,359 over 1034 in 
the purchase of pounds sterling and 
US, dollars, in whieh currencies these 
obligations ‘aro duc. 

‘The service of the domestic loans 
secured on the surplus of the Customs 
Fevenue vas also met in full: during 
the year, by the provision of (1) the 
monthly quota of $8,600,000 for the 
service of the Internal loans under 
the reorganization scheme of February 
1032; (2) approximately $948,750 a 
month required for amortization and 
Interest payments of the 2nd Year 
(1933), Customs Revenue ‘Treasury 
Note Issue of  $100,000,000; (3) ap- 
proximately $1,003,125 a month re- 
quired for amortization and interest 
payments on tho 23rd Year (2934) 
Customs Revenue Treasury Note 
Tesue of $100,000,000 (now reduced to 
$50,000,000, vide infra); and (4) ap-

‘The downward trend in the value of 
China's trade gives cause for some 
anxiety, the tolal value of foreign 
trade showing a further decline of 
$70 million, or 45 per cent., as com- 
pared with the previous year’s figures. 
The value of the import trade declined 
by a further $111 million, or 108 per 
cent, but there is a satisfactory in 
‘erease of $41 million, or 7.7 per cent 
In the value of the export trade. ‘The 
adverse balance was further reduced, 
amounting to $343 million, or $152 
million less than the previous year. 
Enough has been writen in the in 
traduetory paragraphs of this report 
to show that the causes for this gen- 
eral decline jn trade are not alone 
inherent in the Chinese situation. On 
the contrary, considering the many 
adverse outside influences from which 
China has suffered, more unfavourable, 
results might have been anticipated. 

Furthermore, in lamenting — the 
decline in the Value of China's foreign 
trade, it should not be overlooked 
that ‘the value of world trade is 
relatively in no better state, being 
estimated for the year 1995 at 35 per 
cent, only of that for the year 1929— 
the last pre-depression year in most 
countries,—whereas the totat_ value 
of China's foreign trade for 1935 stilt 
represents 58 per cent. of the figure 
recorded for 1929, 

In determining China's adverse 
balance of out-payments in her trade 
account during recent years it is of 
interest to refer, to the worst adverse 
balance of trade ever recorded, 
namely that of the year 1931, which 
was $1,087 million, ‘and to note the 
successive annual reductions of $132 
million, $222 million, $238 million, and 
$152 million which ‘have taken place 
ssineo. It is thus seen that, though the 
total value ot trade has suffered, 
[China has reduced the adverse balance 
of payments in her merchandise ac- 
count by nearly 70 per cent. in the 
four years since 1931. ‘These suc- 
cessive reductions are the more wel- 
come 3s, over the same period, there 
tias been a decline in China’s invisible 
exports in the form of, remittances 
from overseas. Chinese ‘and forefgn 
investment, not to mention the oss 
of the favourable balance enjoyed 
prior to 1933 on Manchurian export 
account. 

‘Adverse Balance Reduced 

‘The adverse balance of trade, 
amounting to $343 million, may be 
reduced by the following "amounts: 
$20.7 million of export duty, which 
should be added to the outward 
statistics to obtain the true fo.b. value 
fof the export trade; $28.7 million net 
‘of gold shipped as a commodity; and 
by $675 million of silver similarly 
shipped after notes became legal 
tender. While, therefore, the shrink- 
age in the total value of trade presents 
‘an adverse, yet regarding world trade 
fas a whole not an isolated, feature, 
the reduction in the adverse belance 
gives cause for some satisfaction, parti- 
jeularly in the upward trend of exports 
noticeable during the latter half of 
1935, Moreover, in comparing the 
volume of trade from 1932 onwards 
with that of previous years, the loss 
of Manchurian trade, valued’ annually 
fat close upon $790 million, must not 
bbe overlooked, more especially as on 
the trade between Manchuria and 
foreign countries China enjoyed a 
favourable balance on export account 
‘of approximately $190 million, these 
figures being based on the three-year 
period 1929 to 1991. Unless, therefore, 
the improvement in China's exports be 

intained both by a recovery in 
rural economy and industry and by 
willingness on the part of other 
‘countries to ameliorate tariff restric- 
tions and purchase freely from China, 
no great improvement in the import 
trade can be anticipated. 

In regard to the direction of trade,

On the import side the general trend 
was downward, with the exception 
of Japan, Germany, Australia, and 
French Indo-China; while on the ex- 
port side the only country to show 
‘any appreciable improvement was 
the United States of America, follow- 
ed by France and Germany. Ex- 
cluding Hongkong, cight countries 
took more than they gave to China, 
the principal being France and the 
Netherlands, while those countries 
having the ‘major excess of imports 
were Germany, Japan, French Indo- 
China, Netherlands India, Great 
Britain, the United States of America, 
‘and Australia, in that order, 

‘The striking feature of the import 
statisties is the appearance at the 
hhead of the list of the cereals and 
flour group, but this prominence is 
less due to any abnormal increase 
than to the general decline in value 
under all other import headings. 
Owing to drought and floods, there 
was an increase in the import of rice 
‘and paddy of some $24 million, but 
there was no great difference from 
the previous year’s gures under the 
other headings, though all represent 
considerable decreases as compared 
with the year 1933, China's de- 
pendence on foreign foodstuffs of this 
nature will, no doubt, eventually be 
overcome with resultant beneficial

‘The next group in order of im- 
portance—candles, soap, oils,

‘Metals and ores appear third on the 
list with a value of $87 million, and 
cotton and manufactures thereof, 
which have so long held pride of place 
in China's imports, come fifth with a 
Value of $68.6 million only, cotton 
plece goods (excluding raw’ cotton) 
having fallen to their present low 
level of $27.7 million from $2334 
million in 1930 owing to competition 
from domestic colton goods and other 
feontributory causes, Imports of raw 
cotton have, also declined by nearly 
$50 million’ as compared with the 
Previous year, due to financial 
difficulties ‘of local cotton mills and 
the employment of native cotton in

[declined by over $1 million in value.

Exports Improve

MOVE BY LEAGUE TO CHECK BETTING 


Growth of Football “Pools” Alarms Authorities: “A 
Menace to the Game” 


London, Feb. 21. 


N order to circumvent “betting pools,” which it regards as a 
menace to the game, the English Football League has decided 
upon the sensational step of scrapping all fixtures after this week- 
end and, for the remainder of the season, announcing newly- 
arranged matches only two days before they are due to be played. 
In future, Saturday fixtures will be circulated on Thursday 

‘An official statement on the subject is expected to be 


Scottish matches will not be affected. Mr. W. MacAndrew, 
secretary of the Scottish League, said they would not trouble about 
the matter this year, but might take action next season. 





League to scrap all xtures after this 
‘week-end in an effort to smash “‘bett- 
ing pools," a £20,000,000 industry, os 
being “evil to the game.” 

It is estimated that 10,000,000 peo- 
ple participate in the pools each 
lweek, around which a great secondary 
Industry has developed, involving. 
large extra staffs in Post OMmces 
‘specially employed to handle letters 
and to deal with the huge sale of 
six-penny and shilling postal orders, 

‘Thousands of people throng. the 
Post Offices every Friday night, 
which has universally become rush 

fs estimated sthat if the 
League's decision becomes effective, 
the Post Office will lose 10,000,000 
extra letters weekly, or approximately 
£62,900. 

‘ane promoters of the pools arc 
reputed to make £2,000,000 personal 
profit every year, 

In Liverpool, the heart of the pool 
industry, one firm employs 10,000 
Beople and receives 9,000,000 teters 
weekly, 

Printers will also be badly hit, 
while rallways will be seriously 
affected, as they will be unable to 
‘arrange special trains at present run 
in connection with many League 
games, 

‘Many clubs themselves oppose the 
decision, because they fear that it will 
ruin advance booking. ‘The Sunder- 
Iand Club has assumed the lend in 
the revolt, and has called a special 
meeting of protest—Reuter,

MUNICIPAL ADVOCATE’S 
REPORT FOR JANUARY. 


In his January report the Municipal 
Advocate states that 7,688 cases were 
prosecuted in the Shanghai First 
Special Area District Court and the 
Kinngsu High Court, Second Branch, 
during the month, as compared with 
‘7447 cases in December. Six thousand 
two hundred and. forty-two were 
administrative cases, and 1460 were 
criminal cases. Four thousand nine 
hundred and fifty-six persons falled to 
appear in administrative cases and 
their bail was confiscated, compared 
with 4,670 persons in December, One 
thousand two hundred and sixty-three 
administrative cases were prosecuted 
to completion, out of which number 
1,258 persons ‘were convieted and five 
were acquitted. Seventeen criminal 
cases were withdrawn and 1,370 were 
rosecuted to completion, out of 
which number 1,170 ‘were convicted 
‘and 200 acquitted, The total number 
of administrative and criminal cases 
prosecuted to completion was 2,042, 
as compared with 2.820 during 
December; 2,428 were convicted and 
214 were acquitted, as compared with 
2682 convicted and 147" acquitted 
during December, 

‘In addition to the above, there were 
70 private eriminal prosecutions, 282 
cases instituted by the Health "and 
Public Works Departments for viola= 
tion of Health “and Public Works 
Regulations, and 643 cases instituted 
by the ‘Trallle Department for 
infringement of ‘Trae Regulations 
‘as compared with 170 private erimini 
prosecutions, 280 Health and Public 
Works cases, and $94 trafte eases in

After a day's respite from cold 
weather, Eastern Canada was swept 
by the ‘worst blizzard in several 
years, ond is slowly struggling to dig} 
itself’ out and restore normal come 
‘munications. The storm was preced- 
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‘Conesronsene 


ed by a rapidly falling barometer 
fand "temperatures hovering around 
the freezing mark. ‘Then, during the 
nught ot Wednesday heavy "snow 
came down for afew hours, the 
‘wind rose rapidly and the mercury 
axopped steadily until it reached 20 
bela zero. 

“throughout Thursday the wind 
howled across the countryside “and 
through ‘lly streets, tieing up rail 
aud road trame, and causing all man=

THE JAFFA ROAD 
By Buon 


‘There are roads which are| 
marvels of highway achievement 
with ‘their firm, “wide surface, 
magnificent bridges, tree-lined 
boulevards and tram islands and 
their convincing assurance of 
directness and security, ‘These are 
the highway engineet’s ideal. There 
are other roads which also are a 
tribute to the modern engineer and 
his selence of carving sure com- 
munications out of the wilderness 

* but which live in the imagination, 
prey on its resources of graphic 
iMlustration and will never be for- 
gotten. In the latter eategory is 
the Jaffa” Road to Jerusalem, an 
engineering feat of considerable 
‘magnitude, a succession of continual 
thrills and as interesting an 
adventure as any to be encountered 
‘anywhere in the world by a person 
‘already hardened by travel on some 
of the roads in China, Jaffa, as 
every schoolboy knows, was ‘as 
sociated with oranges long before 
Southern California ever swamped 
the market with its delicious fruits, 
nd its road which enters the Holy 
City at Jaffa Gate after winding, 
climbing, twisting and doddering, 
across Palestine from the coust to 
Jerusalem ought to be equally 
famous for it ‘represents an. ex- 
perience of nonchalant interest to 
the regular traveller but to the 
tourist with his faculties attuned to 
all the new pictures and sensations 
presented nan ancient land with 
new ideas it will be a lifelong 
memory. . 

From Haifa, the rapidly develop- 
ing Palestine’ port, to Jerusalem 
travellers generally ‘use both train 
and rond for road transportation 
is one feature of the Holy Land 
Which Js outstripping most phases 
Of development. “Midway between 
the two cities is Lydda which finds 
unusual interest in English history 
insofar as it is connected with the 
St. George, the patron saint of | 
England, whose bones are supposed 
to be butied there. Lydda makes 
convenient junction for travellers 
find the continuation of the railway 
Journey to Jerusalem boring and 
monotonous for the railway track 
erforms evolutions which would 
make one of Bertram Mills 
tumblers feol giddy. It is there, 
‘on proceeding from Haifa, that the 
Jaffa Road is encountered and a 
motor bus service which charges 
more one way than the other com- 
pletes the journey and carries one 
to that most amazing of all cities, 
Jerusalem. Four shillings is the 
rice of a bus ride all the way from 
Haifa to Jerusalem, and one pro- 
gressive transport " company ‘will 
take the traveller clear through to 
Baghdad in refrigerated buses with 
sleeping accommodation and all 
the conveniences of a modern hotel 
even in the arid desert, ‘The 
Baghdad trip is attractive, but a 
Uttie experience in Haifa” motor 
busses is likely to explain why 


it, 1s better to travel by. train 
a8 far as possible and use the 
motor bus only sparingly. The 


brief trip to Khayat Beach, beyond 
‘Mount Carmel Range, ‘which is 
Haifa’s pleasure resort, is no indie 
tlon of what a longer trip might 
be, ‘The Arab, in his owing head-

1m the theatres and places of enter- 
tainment the purveyors of tea swarm 
everywhere while they form an in- 
ispensable part of the personnel of 
every passenger train, 

No matter where we are travellin 
whether far away inthe mountains 
or on the desert borders, at every 
‘Stopping place there is sure to be a, 
teahouse, often consisting of ‘ttle 
more than a few wooden benches 
under an awning. of branches, but 
where there is always available "2 
supply of boiling » water, and, — If 
neccessary, tea eaves, though the 
wise traveller when journeying away 
from the beaten track will carry his 
‘own leaves and not trust to those he 
may be able to obtain en route. 

‘The business of keeping such as! 
vast a country as China supplied 
with tea is indeed a formidable one 
‘and carries with it innumerable prob- 
Jems of transportation, 

Bolling Water a Necessity 

Another important question is. the| 
‘demand for boiling water, and while 
in the houses of the well-to-do it ix 
not difeult to have a constant supply 
of this all-important commodity, it 
‘hot 30 in the poorer households, for 
they ‘cannot afford to keep a fire 
burning the whole of the day.” This 
dimeulty ts overcome by shops whlch 
sell. bolting 
making of teo, i 
fand these are to be found in praclie- 
ally every street in the country, 10, 
‘mater how small or insignificant It 
may be. 

In Shanghai these places are called 
aohutu, “tiger stove, and as. the 
amount’ involved in the purchase of 
a kettlefull of hot’ water’ is smaller 
than the lowest coin in circulation, 
Mt is usual for the customer to pay 
with bamboo slips, which have been 
purchased in advance from the shop. 

‘One result of the constant drinking 
of tea is that the Chinese greally fens 
to eat anything that is not hot, as 
if they do so thelr stomachs will be 
upset. They also differentiate very 
closely with regard to the heating 
fand cooling effects of | the various 
kkinds of food and drinks, and they 
fare very careful not to take things 
which they declare have a cooling 
effect upon their bodies. 

‘The Poor Man's Club 

‘Teahouses, which were formerly in- 
tended for the convenience of 
travellers, now are to be found every- 
where, and are largely patronized by 
the lower classes, in fact, they may 
‘be called the poor man's ‘club. 

‘Some of them eater for special 
lasses of people, such as the ching- 
chakuan of Peiping, ‘to. which the| 
birdfaneiers go after they have taken 
out thelr birds in the eatly ‘morning. 

‘The lachienti, ‘middlemen for. the 
buying or, mortgaging of - property 
and the letting of houses, also have 
@ place where they gather in the 
early morning and discuss any’ busi- 
ness they may have on hand, while 
the cooks who specialize in preparing. 
food for birthday parties and other 









































celebrations also’ have thelr own 
Particular meeting place. 
‘Another “variety "of teahouse is 


where the people gather to listen to 
the showashultl, story-teller, who, with| 
much dramatic effect, deseribes the 
adventures of the heroes of old, 
especially those of the time of the 
‘Three Kingdoms, 

Formerly many of the theatres in 
Poiping were Known as teehouses 
‘owing to the fact that the actors were. 
‘supposed to be employed by the Gov 
ernment and so were not allowed 
to work for other people. ‘This dif- 
Geulty was got over by calling the 
theatres teahouses, and ‘the entrance 
fees were supposed to be the money 
Paid by the audience for the {ex 
Supplied {0 them during’ the per- 
formance, ‘The only one of these 
theatres "still in existence isthe 
Chunghochayuan, “Chungho Tes 
Gardien which is situated in the Tung- 
chushihkou outside the Chienmen, 

Bring Own Tea Leaves 

One preculiarity about the tea 
houses in Peiping is that it is usua) 
for the customers to bring thelr own 
eaves, the houso merely supplying 
the hot water.

‘While the Chinese are so dependent 
upon fea and are very ‘appreviative 
of its restorative qualities in ease of 
overwork or fatigue they "are not 
blind to the fact that it ‘Is. also 
hharmful in certain respects, and ther 
is. saying to the effect that ten is 
injurious In a hundred ways, but it 
hhax one good quality, namely’ that af 
clearing the eyesight {rom_any dim= 
hess or inconvenience that may he 
aMfecting it.

As Is. usual 
with the ola Chinese writers, he goes 
nto great detail and. differentiates 
with “much ingenuity the» various 
methods employed. ‘Though he writes 
‘with all seriousness, it is dificult. et 
times ‘not to be amused, ng for in- 
stance when he speaks of the Waltany, 
tea” made from stolen water. and 
bolled on a stove frod with branche 
of trees (presumably stolen), 

‘The most celebrated of all authorl- 
ties on tea, however, Is Lu Yu, who 
lived during the ‘Tang Dynasty ‘and 
whose three chronieles on the subject 
Jare looked upon as authoritative by 
all tea dealers, who asknowledge him 
fs their patron saint. He argued (hat 
tea is betler than the doctor for dls 
Pelting 5 a cooling 
fffect upon the body, and four or 
five cups will drive away depression 
8F fatigue. He goes into great detail 
with regard to the growing of the 
trees and the preparation of the 
eaves, ond states what Instruments 
should be. used and the precautions 
that must be taken when’ the tea is 
actually made, 

‘He also said that there are five 
differnt kinds of ten trees, and that 
the wild ‘variety produces’ the best 
eaves. According to him it. takes 
throe years for the trees to come 10 
maturity, and. those grown on. the 
south sido of a hill are belter. than 
those grown on the north side, the 
leaves of the latter being apt to case 
indigestion, 

Leaves picked before or after the 
proper season are Injurfous, as. well 
‘5 those which are improperly picked 
or adulterated, “The leaves should be 
picked in the second, third and fourth 
months and when the weather Is fine, 
fs a wet or cloudy atmosphere has a 
‘bad effect upon them. “The tea should 
‘be Kept In alt-tight boxes, while the 
lulensils used in. the preparation of 
the leaves should as far as possible 
bbe made of bamboo, 

“Like Su I, he indulges in a love for 
detail and this is given full play in 
hls descriptions of the different shapes 
‘of the leaves, of which there ave said 
fo be no less than 10,000. different 
kinds. “He assures his readers that 
‘some of them are shaped like the 
boots of foreigners, while he com- 
pared others to. clouds coming out 
from behind the hills, 

According to him, an iron stove 
burning charcoal’ should be used 
when bolling water for making tea, 
while the best kettles are those made 
of cast-iron, Teapots should be rough 
utside and smooth Inside ae rough 
exteriors are easily heated, while If

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LANCASHIRE FUSILIERS’ HISTORY 


Founded at Exeter in 1688: Served with Honours in 


Many Different Campaigns 


Behind the Lancashire Fusiliers, 
the regiment that recently replaced 
the Royal Tnniskilling Fusiliers as the 
British Garrison in Shanghal, lies a 
history and a tradition of which any 
unit might be justly proud, and many 
are the dangers shared ‘and many 
the honours won by the officers and 
men of this Regiment, which was 
formed as far back as 1688, when 
‘Willlam of Orange landed in Torbay. 
On his arrival William issued to 
several gentlemen commissions to 
raise regiments for his service, and 
Slr Robert Peyton subsequently 
formed at Exeter six independent 
companies which were frst known 
5 "Peyton's Own." Later, the Regl- 
ment became known as the East 
Devonshire Regiment or XX Foot 
Under the territorial system Intro- 
duced in 1881, the Regiment received 
Mts present title of the Lancashire 
Fusiliers, 

‘The badge of the Regiment consists 
of a grenade, having upon it "The| 
Sphinx,” with’ the word “Egypt,” and 
the “Laurel Wreath.” ‘The latter was 
awarded for serviecs at the Battle of 
‘Minden during the Seven Years" War, 
‘and the Sphinx for services in Egypt 
in 1801, ‘The motto of the Regiment 
is Omnia Audax, 


‘War of Austrian Succession 


During the War of the Austrian 
Succession, the Regiment proceqded 
in 1743 to ‘Ostend and formed part of 
the force under the command of the 
Earl of Slair. Tt later moved to 
Cassel on the north bank of the River 
‘Main. George I afterwards took 
command, and crossed to the south 
Dank, but in so doing was cut off 
from’ his base, He was determined 
to force his way, but was held up by 
the French at Dettingen, ‘The King’s 
army was outnumbered, but the. 
bravery of the troops not only averted 
defeat, but secured a hard-won, 
victory, the French being compelled 
to reilte, ‘This battle is memorable 
resulting in the first honours: 
earned by the XX Foot, ind as the 
last occasion upon which an English 
King commanded his army in baltle. 

‘Tho Regiment was sent to assist 
Prince Ferdinand of Brunswick dur- 
Jing the Seven Years’ War, and in the 
yetr 1758 marched up the valley of 
the River Weser, in Hanover, where 
they met the French under Marshal 
Contades near the village of Minden, 
‘on August 1, 1759, For thelr bravery 
fon this occasion the XX Foot were 
excused doing duty in the line bat 
at thelr own request resumed duly 
the next day. In commemoration of 
the Battle of Minden, the regular 
Vattations troop the colour annually 
on August 1. 

During the same year, Maj.-Con 
Wolfe defoated the Fronch under 
Montealm on the Heights of Abraham, 
Moj.-Gen, Wolfe commanded the XX 
Foot for eight years during part of 
Which tme is served in Scotland after 
the Battle of Dettingen, ‘The sash 
worn by him at the Battle of Quebec 
4s now an honoured relle preserved 
by the Ofleers’ Mess of the Ist 
Battalion, 

Shortest Campaign on Recora 

During the French Revolution, in 
1709, the Regiment procceded to Hol- 
and and took part in the two battles 
of Egmont-op-Zee, "This campaign 
was the shortest on record, lasting 
only for a little over five weeks, but 
was remarkable for the number of 
casualties. ‘The Regiment alone lost 
over 300 men in the few weeks dur- 
ing which fighting. took place, In 
4801, the Regiment took an outpost 
in Egypt by the uso of the bayonet 
only, for which It was specially com- 
plimented by General Sir Eyre Coote, 
When the French surrendered, the 
XX Foot were given the honour of 
occupying the two principal forts in 
Fecognition of thelr gallant conduct 
during the attack, 

For its sorvices in Egypt, the Regi- 
ment wag thanked by’ Parliament 
and granted the honour of bearing 
upon its colours the Sphinx and the 
word Egypt, ‘The Regiment also took 
part in the Battle of Maida, 1800, 
when, under the command of Col. 
Ross, they achieved the frst victory 
of the English Army over an army 
of Napoleo! 

‘The Regiment also distinguished 
itself during the Peninsular Wa:

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SOCIAL SERVICE IN PROVINCES 


‘A Study of China’s Greatest Problem — Raising 
Standard of the Farming Class 
By Groner W. Sener 


Toward the close of 1934 it was 
reported in these columns that train- 
ed Chinese men and women were 
Teaving the comforts of urban homes, 
and the attractions of college sur- 
roundings, to live and work amongst 
the people of the villages. Readers 
may be. interested in some of the 
things they have found, 

“These young men and ‘women have 
hada "single objective—the | rn- 
organization of soclety without 
violence, ‘The farm houses in which 
thoy dwell, ond the fertile valleys 
‘over “which they now rule, 
amongst the most peaceful in the 
land, Directly behind one of thelr 
village schools lie three small flelds 
which no man will tll, During the 
‘communist occupation of that area 28 
Chinese citizens were executed on 
those few square rods of earth, The 
oll was so drenched in human’ blood 
that It is now tuo sacred to cultivate. 
Tt is doublful if any farmer of this 
generation will touch that ground 
‘with a plough or a hoe. 








‘The villages themselves appear 
better Kept. thon formerly. The 
younger farmers attend evening 


lasses, and most of the children go 
to school. The women have knitting| 
‘and sewing clubs, while the younger 
children play together and acquire 
habits -of cleanliness in the kinder- 
garten. Village granarics are full to 
overflowing against the time when 
the price of rice will soar, and the 
poor have to borrow from grasping 
Yandlords, Lond taxes are ‘uniform, 
‘and no longer a heavy burden, ana 
the officials. by and large, are a more 
hhonest set than the province has had 
in many. year 


‘Mutual Renting Arrangements 

It is generally understood that the 
Generalissimo has declared himself 
as opposed to any increase in tax 
tion, In the more recently recovered 
Hsien the farmers are not paying 
taxes, but they are paying rent to 
their 'former landlords. ‘The deeds 
fare being rewritlen and the land, 
‘once divided by the Communists, has 
reverted to {ts original owners, In 
some districts landlords now receive 
four-tenths of the crop, and the 
tenants six-tenths. ‘This is some Im- 
provement on the old rate of ffty- 
fifty, So far so good, but this 
‘agrarian problem is ‘one that must 
have more attention if China is ever 
to be a nation of free people. ‘There 
is far too large an army of landlords 
flocking to the villages in the harvest 
season, The disturbances of recent 
years ‘have driven these gentry to 
Beek safety in the cities, but they 
SUI own the land, Many of thoi 
ancient homes are decaying, but thelr 
claim toa share in the rice crop re 
maine, 

‘The life of the farmer is very 
clrcumseribed, He is ruled by the 
things within his own horizon, Tre 
ocal atmosphere is everything to him; 
the atmosphere of other countries & 
matter of indifference, Rural recon- 
struction must directly benefft the 
farmer within this narrow range, and 
gradually enlist him in the wider 
business of the nation. ‘The farmer's 
home, the health of the people in that 
home, his soil, his crops, his animals 
‘the ownership of the land he tills, 
marketing of his produce, where he| 
borrows money and the rate of in- 
terest that he must pay, these arc 
all within, his horizon, "It his life 
is to bo improved, the work must 
frst of all confine itself to these well 
defined “limits, 

Rural Reconstruction 

Much of what passes for rural re- 
construction is concerned with the 
cultural aspects of life, ‘That is not 
sufficient; we must be more practical. 
Government administration, . trans-| 
portation, health service, education, 
these must all come within the 
farmer's economy. They should not 
become so expensive that nothing 
short of an Increase in land taxes 
will sustain them. ‘The study of 
Public expenditures Is equal in im- 
portance to the study of taxation, The 
farmer occasionally hears of schemes| 
for increasing taxation, and justly 
‘complains that he hears nothing about 
fa reduction in public expenditures. 
In addition to being practical in the 
things we train the farmers to do, 
we must keep all Government service 
and community activities within his! 
power {0 support. To the extent, 
that rural reconstruction units neglect| 
this principle, just to that extent will 
they fail. 


Handicapping Mishways 
"We have performed miracles in 
laying down national and provineial| 
highways. On the other hand we tax| 
gasoline 62 cents per gallon and put 
modern transportation beyond the 
most extravagant dreams of 90 per 
cent. of the population. In the moun- 
tains of Southeastern Kiangsi there are 
a few places where trucks have great- 

















In one short haul of forty miles the 
price has dropped from six cents a 
cattle to two cents a cattle. In many 
other sections of the province neither 
coolies, farmers, nor freight can bene- 
At by, ‘nor help to maintain the bus 
service. Our bus system is in danger’ 
‘of going deeper and deeper into debt, 
‘The cost of maintenance is beyond 
the economic power of the people. 
Kerosene pays 44 cents per gallon 
import duty, and in consequence our 
farmers go to bed at dark. It Is {oo 
bad that we cannot increase the price 
of electricity in Shanghai and encour- 
‘age the people to form better habits. 
To request one of our villages to 
supply oll for the night school so 
that young man, who are busy all

respond. We must either lower the| 
tax or strike a gusher in the earth 
beneath our feet.

Lu Yu an Authority 

Lu Yu lived at the famous Chashan, 
‘Tea Mountain, In Shangjao hsion in 
North Kiangsu and planted many tea 
tees there. Later on be was put in 
sharge of the whole district and 
famous spring, said to be the fourth 
best in the world, was named after 
him, 


As a matter of fact, Chinese liter

[Moses, the greatest of all law-makers, 
fhad the same idea when he listed the 
“fowls of abomination," 1 looked up 
Leviticus XI, v. 13-20, As a result 
lot my study I was at once convinced 
that Moses” was out for Pure Food 
rather than Game Protection, but I 
found definite signs of the latter If 
‘we take it to embrace the protection 
of birds for thelr plumage.  Moses' 
Uist covers all the birds of prey, 
which are foul feeders, and it @ bat 
got in by accident we must blame 
the translators who were not ornl- 
thologists! But why should Moses 
have included the Swan, the Heron 
and the Lapwing unless’ there were 
some other use for them? Then 
gain, It seems probable that the

her. Her father was of Jewish origin 
‘and proud of it, if only because 
legend established the Farjeons as 
descended from the aristocratic 
‘Spanish Jews, but really proud be- 
couse many of the family recalled

force, which needs adequate output 
from’ the endocrine glands, insufficl- 
fency of which entails the psycho- 
neurotic state. Conscious psychic 
force is expressed in action ‘of the 
body by intelligent will-power, and 1s, 
exhausted in proportion to exertion 
‘and restored by normal rest in sleep.

Looking at the League 
from the broad point of view, itis 
undoubledly true that its) weakness 
really lies in the inability of the In- 
dividual nations, and there is no ex: 
ception to this ‘rule, to look at any 
‘question from a_ purely international 
Point of view. “The only remedy for 
this basic weakness is the develop: 
ment of a deep conviction that the 
use of war as an instrument of polley 
4 self-destructive and catastrophically 
disastrous. ‘That feeling was evident 
in the first decade after the Grest 
War; it has grown fainter since then, 
it only because familiarity” with 
‘modern warfare has bred a kind uf 
contempt. Moreover, nallonal pre)- 
uudiees and national’ selfishness have 
been intensified, partly owing to the 
economic débacle and ‘partly as 
reaction against the excassive ai 
rogance and too onthusiastle. sup: 
porters of the League. But no one 
who studies the controversy at the 
moment can be othorwise thon. im= 
pressed by the amazing readiness of 
men to revive those very doctrines 
‘of imperialist rapacity which a few 
short years ago they were so: busy, 
repudiating.

The Tribesfolk of Yunnan Province 


‘The inhabitants of the various districts in the province of Yunnan are divided 
up into individual tribes whose customs and costumes are so widely differqnt 
from each other that it is a simple matter for the visitor to distinguish them 

; Apart. The tribes consist of the Han, Koko, Mingchia, Tibetan and the Miao; 

+ the latter having approximately 70 different clans, and each clan bears some 
stamp of distinction either in the colours of their clothing or the patterns 
‘thereof. ‘Those wearing white skirts are called White Miaos, other having flower 
patterns are known as Flowery Miaos, and so on. Each clan faithfully adheres 
to its traditions and customs, especially in regard to feminine garments.
